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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a printed substrate for 
mounting a filter comprising each of the specifically recited features, especially the 
combination of "a slit pierced through said printed substrate" and "a wiring connected" to 
each of an input and output side connection terminal electrode with "each of said 
wirings extending in a direction orthogonal to a transmission direction... up to an elbow 
position at equal to or less than 10mm from" a fitting region for the filter "and extending 
in a direction parallel to the transmission direction... from said elbow position". That is, 
the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a printed filter mounting 
substrate having each of the recited slit, and the specified wirings for the input and 
output connection terminals extending in the specifically recited directions and with an 
elbow at the* specifically recited distance from the filter fitting region. This is a newly 
recited combination of features since previously, independent claim 1 concerned the 
"slit" while separate independent claim 6 (and claim 7) concerned the wirings from the 
input/output terminals.
